Counting down to 
Oprah’s big party 


Crowds take in sights and sounds of car-free Michigan Avenue in advance of taping

With a glittering three-block swath of the 
Magnificent Mile magically closed to traffic 
Monday, it was as if a giant block party had been 
thrown on the famed street, courtesy of Oprah 
Winfrey. 

Children pushed scooters, adults rode bikes and 
wide-eyed tourists snapped photographs from the 
normally gridlocked Michigan Avenue Bridge, the 
usual smells and sounds of exhaust and car horns 
replaced with a cool breeze and the impromptu 
wail of a street performer’s saxophone. 

A flood of Labor Day pedestrians took full 
advantage of the street closing carried out in 
preparation for Tuesday’s kickoff of “The Oprah 
Winfrey Show.” 

Joey Kinnan, 9, along with his younger brother 
Neil, 5, rode their scooters on the bridge as their 
family watched from the iron railings now con- 
verted into an impromptu bench. 

“You walk across this bridge hundreds of times, 
but it’s always so crowded,” said Joey’s mother, 


Holly Machina, 41, an organizing consultant from 
Riverside who also has a condo downtown. “We’ve 
never used the bridge like this. To have it closed 
off is very fun.” 

“I think it’s cool because I never really experi- 
enced riding a scooter on any street,” Joey Kinnan 
said. 

Also enjoying a view from the bridge was John 
Chikow, president and chief executive officer of 
the Greater North Michigan Avenue Association, 
which is composed of more than 800 businesses. 

“It’s a hoot,” Chikow said. “Today and tomorrow 
are traditionally very slow tourism days.” 

Chikow was pleased to see the crowds merrily 
gawking away on the Mag Mile. 

‘All of this comes together to create an image 
that causes people to think, ‘Maybe I should come 
to Chicago,’” he said. “For a struggling economy, 
this is a tremendous boost in terms of tourism 
awareness.” 

Dale and Yi May, who live at the nearby River 
Plaza Condos, decided to come down to take some 


pictures to mark the occasion. 

“Why not?” said Dale May, a businessman. “We 
never get a chance to walk down the middle of the 
street. It’s a treat.” 

Also taking advantage of the car-free zone was 
Jenny Aksteter, 35, an executive assistant who was 
on her bike, riding to a White Sox game. 

“T absolutely love not having any traffic. It’s so 
nice. You see the city in a different view,” Aksteter 
said. “They should do it more often.” 

Not everyone was swept away by sunny Oprah 
euphoria. Earlier in the morning, some tourists 
were a tad grumpy at the street closing. 

“T could care less,” grumbled Daniel Nicholson, 
58, visiting Chicago from the Quad Cities. 

Alcino De Sousa, visiting with his wife from 
Canada, was troubled by the elaborate stage 
setup. 

“T am against stopping traffic on a main street 
in Chicago,” he said. And then, there was the stage 
itself. 

“This is ugly,” he said.

During Oprah’s shindig, Michigan 
Avenue will be closed to vehicles 
from Wacker Drive to Ohio 

Street until 5 a.m. Wednesday. 

The sidewalks will be open for 
pedestrians, and there will be access 
to all buildings in that stretch of 
Michigan. But the Michigan Avenue 
Bridge may be closed to pedestrians 
during the show, which begins at 

5 p.m. Tuesday. TRIBUNE 


The general-audience entrance, at 
the intersection of Michigan and 
Ohio, will open at noon Tuesday; 
the public will have no access to 
the area before then, the show said. 
Handicapped access is on Cityfront 
Plaza Drive, about one block east of 
Michigan. 

Admission is free on a first-come, 
first-served basis until capacity is 
reached. The show’s producers 
expect a crowd in the “thousands.” 
All ages are welcome, but minors 
must be accompanied by an adult. 

For those wanting to drive to see 
Oprah: the Sterling Self-Park on the 
southeast corner of LaSalle Drive 
and Kinzie Street is $8 weekdays 
after 3 p.m. Michigan Avenue is a 
10-minute stroll east from there. 


CTA bus routes that travel down 
Michigan will be detoured onto 
alternate streets where the extra 
traffic congestion will further affect 
other North Side CTA bus routes. 


NORTHBOUND: These buses will 
generally divert west on Wacker 
to Dearborn, north on Dearborn 
to Ohio, and east on Ohio back to 
Michigan. 

SOUTHBOUND: These buses will 
divert west on Ontario to Clark, 
south on Clark to Wacker, and east 
on either Wacker or Washington 
back to their regular routes. 
EASTBOUND only: The overnight 
No. 66 will operate via Fairbanks, 
Columbus and South Water. 

If the Michigan Avenue sidewalks 
are passable, you can catch all 
daytime buses by making your way 
to any bus stop north of Ohio (for 
northbound buses) or Ontario (for 
southbound buses). 

If you're riding any North Side 
bus Tuesday, be prepared for major 
delays.

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EX-GOV STILL 
POPPING UP 
EVERYWHERE

Set your TiVos: It’s about to be all Blago, all the 
time —again. 

With the official release Tuesday of his tell- 
all book, “The Governor,” Rod Blagojevich 
unleashes his biggest media blitzkrieg since 
January, when he made the talk show rounds 
proclaiming his innocence just before he was 
kicked out of office. 

The “Today” show gets him Tuesday, and later 
“The View” (Wednesday) and “Jimmy Kimmel 
Live” (Thursday), among others. 

In a stroke of fateful timing, the real-life 
spectacle begins as Second City wraps up “Rod 
Blagojevich: Superstar,” the popular parody of 
the indicted-former-governor-turned-pop-icon. 
The show, which opened just after the first PR 
onslaught, ended its three-times-extended, 
seven-month run this weekend. 

“Tt’s such a right-time situation, the symme- 
try of it all,” said actor Joey Bland, who played 
Blagojevich in the Second City show. “It’s a 
little bit sad. We'll miss him, I think.” 

Of all the disgraced politicians in Illinois, 
none has captured the public’s imagination 
quite like Blagojevich, whose cult-like pop cul- 
ture status at times overshadows the criminal 
charges he faces for alleged abuses of power, 
including trying to sell the US. Senate seat 
vacated by President Obama last year. 

His image has inspired art, his hair has 
inspired shampoo, and Blagojevich has kept 
himself in the spotlight with a radio show, a 
surprise karaoke performance and a book. The 
antics have been greeted with a mix of amuse- 
ment and disgust, curiosity and horror—and, 
for some, the inability to look away. 

“There is something really watchable about 
a guy who wont stay down,” said Bland, 31, who 
lives in Rogers Park. “He’s still on a mission, and 
I think people appreciate the relentlessness of 
that.” 

Bland said “Rod Blagojevich: Superstar” 
drew more consistently enthusiastic audiences 
than any show he’s ever done. But the hearty 
applause he consistently recetved—and that 
Blagojevich himself received when he helped 
open the show one July night—shouldn’t be 
confused with approval. After the show, Bland 
said, audience members would often congratu- 
late the cast for skewering Blagojevich. 

“Tt’s like, ‘What a victory for us to be able to 
laugh at this guy,” Bland said. 

Some people wonder whether it’s appropri- 
ate to be laughing given the seriousness of the 
allegations against Blagojevich. And they take 
offense at what they view as Blagojevich dis- 


tastefully exploiting his notoriety to stay in the 
spotlight. 

“Tt’s all about what’s in it for him,” said Steven 
Miles, 38, of Evanston. “He'll capitalize on any- 
thing, even his own disgrace.” 

But Glenn Selig, Blagojevich’s publicist, said 
the former governor is “doing what he has to 
do” to make money to support his family, as “it 
wasn't his choice to no longer be governor.” 

Far from making a joke of the charges against 
him, Selig said, Blagojevich’s omnipresence on 
the airwaves and his unconventional endeavors 
are his way of getting his message out. 

“Maybe he’s doing the equivalent of standing 


on top of a mountain top and saying, ‘T didn’t do 
this,” Selig said. “This isn’t about trying to make 
a mockery of anything. This is about trying to 
defend your honor.” Selig said Blagojevich was 
not available to comment for this article). 

For some, Blagojevich’s exposure is doing 
more harm than good. 

“Tf this is his side, then his side is that he’s 
just a clown,” said Sarah Marx, 29, of Lincoln 
Square. 

His loose lips also could be a danger to his 
defense, as he could be accused of perjury if 
anything he says in depositions or on trial is 
contradicted by his book or TV appearances, 
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said Dick Simpson, head of the political sci- 
ence department at the University of Illinois 
at Chicago. 

Simpson, a former alderman, © said 
Blagojevich’s TV blitz is unprecedented for 
a politician charged with a crime, as typically 
people obey the instructions of their lawyers 
not to say anything until the trial is over. 

But Blagojevich lawyer Sam Adam Jr. said 
Blagojevich isn’t a typical client. 

“The more he gets out there and the more he 
expresses the truth, the better off he is,” said 
Adam, who also was one of the trial attorneys 
on R. Kelly’s defense team. As a result of the TV 
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appearances and quirky endeavors, Blagojevich 
“has become human, he has become a nice guy,” 
Adam said. 

“You have an indicted, impeached {former} 
governor of a state, and people want their pic- 
ture taken with him,” Adam said. 

Artist Lauri Apple, whose Blago-inspired art 
was featured in the “Run, Blago, Run” art show 
in July, said Blagojevich’s folksy way and his 
“made-forT V-movie” backstory have helped 
turn him into a celebrity. 

“All you needed was for him to be having 
affairs, and it would have been perfect,” said 
Apple, 33, of Lakeview. “It’s the Rod Blagojevich

Hired to perform at a downtown 
block party, Blagojevich sang Elvis 
Presley's “Treat Me Nice” and dida 
bit of impersonation: swiveling his 
hips, popping his collar and swirling 
his arm. A YouTube video of the 
scene shows onlookers at turns 
cheering and dumbfounded.

The now-iconic stencil image of 
Blagojevich jogging in his black 
track suit inspired the art show 
“Run, Blago, Run,” held in July in 
Bucktown. Artist Ray Noland said 
the image became “a metaphor 

for him running around, defending 
his case.” Another featured artist, 
Lauri Apple, said the Blago-inspired 
art is acommentary ona “media- 
saturated culture. He’s turning to the 
media for salvation.” 


Just before his 
impeachment trial in 
January, Blagojevich sat 
down with Letterman and 
said: “I’ve been wanting 
to be on your show 
in the worst way 
for the longest 
time.” Letterman 
responded: “Well, 
you're inthe worst 
way, believe me.”

Launched in 
August, the former 
governor's official 
Web site proclaims 
that “... even as he 
awaits trial, he’s 
making history 
and headlines ...

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With a two-hour radio show every

The “Bleepin’ Blago Burger” at 
Kuma’s Corner brought even more 
crowds to the already-packed 
gourmet burger haven.

Blago as 
a muse 


Calling all Blago-inspired 
artists. The Blago 
Project, part of this year’s 
Ravenswood ArtWalk 
(RAW), is accepting 
submissions until Oct. 1. 

So far, more than 
50 pieces of Blagojevich- 
themed art have been 
submitted, including 
paintings, sculptures 
and multimedia work. 
They'll be featured 
during RAW, a two-day 
festival dedicated to 
art and industry on the 
Ravenswood Corridor, 
which will be held 
Oct.3 and 4 on 
Ravenswood Avenue 
between Cornelia and 
Lawrence Avenues. 

And what better place 
to showcase Blago art 
than in Blagojevich’s 
former campaign 
offices? 

That’s right, the Blago 
Project takes place in 
the former wire-tapped 
offices of “Friends of 
Blagojevich,” at 4147 N. 
Ravenswood Ave., which 
was raided by the feds 
last December. 

“The purpose of this 
exhibit is to enhance 
open commentary of 
the alleged corruption 
and salacious rumor, 
accusation and 
innuendo that has 
been hiding in the 
Ravenswood Corridor,” 
said Laura Engel, vice 
president of RAW, said 
in a press release. Visit 
ravenswoodartwalk.

For Ray Noland, the artist whose stencil 
depiction of Blagojevich running in his black 
track suit was spotted on walls and under via- 
ducts throughout the city, the public’s fasci- 
nation with that now-iconic image speaks to 
Blagojevich’s appeal. 

Many people perceive him as pulling back 
the curtain on how elected officials operate, 
Noland said. 

“There is something about him, something 
about his persona, something about this case,” 
said Noland, 36, of Pilsen. “There’s something 
there for people, and it’s not going away.” 


But some Blago-inspired entrepreneurs feel 
the cult of Blagojevich is fading. 

When Dennis Fath in May launched his 
Blago line of volumizing shampoo and condi- 
tioner, he was getting 400 orders a day, and his 
lab in Elk Grove Village couldn’t keep up with 
demand. Now, Fath said, he gets 15 to 20 orders 
a week. 

‘A lot of people bought it as a gag gift, they 
laughed, and now they're done with it,” said 
Fath, president of Delta Laboratories, which 
manufacturers personal care products. 

He’s trying to determine if he can turn the 
shampoo from a gimmick into a legitimate 


product, as many customers ended up actually 
liking what the product did for their hair. 

Second City’s Bland, meanwhile, can’t get 
enough of Blagojevich. 

Upon meeting the former governor, Bland 
discovered that the real Blago, while “a super- 
nice guy,” is much like the Blago he played on 
stage: someone who seeks to be the center of 
attention no matter what, whether he’s deliver- 
ing the joke or the butt of it. 

“T can’t wait to see what he does next,” Bland 
said. “Tf he started a chain of restaurants, I’d be 
all for it, I'd go. It’s like a circus.”

A community league baseball coach shot in an 
altercation with a player he had pulled from a game 
was released from the hospital Monday despite 
having two bullets still lodged in his body, said a 
league official. 

Glynn Hall, 44, was “in good spirits,” said J.C. 
McDowell, president of a Chicago chapter of the 
National Adult Baseball Association. 

McDowell said Hall apologized to him for the 
confrontation that led to the shooting and even 
expressed concern for the suspect, who remained 
at large Monday evening, “He asked how the shoot- 
er was doing,” McDowell said. “He’s got no ill-will 
toward him. I’ve known [Hall] for three years, 
and that’s just the kind of guy he is.” The shooting 
erupted Saturday at Abbott Park near 95th Street 
and Michigan Avenue in Roseland. 

A teammate of the suspect told WGN- 
Ch. 9 that the player became upset when the coach 
removed him from the game. An argument ensued 
in the dugout until a teammate stepped in and 
kicked the suspect out. 

McDowell said the player, described as 19 or 
20 years old, had been arguing with Hall over playing 
time for “a couple of months,” but that the coach and 
the league did not think he was capable of violence. 


Wine tasting

“There’s no medical reason not to have a glass of 
wine and receive a vaccine,” said Dr. Julie Morita, 
medical director for the immunization program 
at the Chicago Department of Public Health. 
“However, when we provide vaccines, we do it ina 
clinical setting and do not provide alcohol.”

Several hundred thousand students return to 
Chicago public schools on Tuesday, and incom- 
ing senior Anthony Slater said many will arrive 
with the same pressing goal. 

“Nobody wants to come to school on the first 
day looking like they have nothing,” explained 
Slater, who attends Walter H. Dyett High School. 
“Everyone wants to dress to impress.” 

To be sure, some of the district’s students can 
expect to grapple with larger issues throughout 
the school year, such as cash-strapped class- 
rooms, the pressure of standardized tests and 
neighborhood violence. 

But on the very first day, a reunion of sorts, 
looking sharp to classmates old and new can feel 
especially important. 

‘To ease the transition and help boost attendance, 
seven barber shops and hair salons on Chicago’s 
South and West Sides threw open their doors 
Monday, offering free ‘dos to hundreds of students 
whose families struggle with back-to-school costs. 


“We think it’s really important for students to 
have self esteem,” said Howard Lathan, associate 
executive director at the Chicago Area Project, 
which helped organize the roth annual free hair- 
cut day. 

“If we can make sure students are there on 
the first day, it will help with their overall atten- 
dance.” 

Each year, district officials make a big push to 
get students in class the first day, saying it helps 
boost state aid and makes it more likely students 
will stick with it. 

At Cain’s Barber College on East 51st Street, 
clippers buzzed and hair dryers roared as boys 
and girls took to orange swivel chairs. 

Amber Beatha, a sophomore at Dyett High 
School, beamed as her hair was shaped into a 
slick, sleek bob. 

“Tt was all over my head before,” she said. 

While she was nervous about her new classes 
and meeting new students, Beatha felt embold- 
ened by her new haircut.

Obama’s planned talk has proven controversial, 
with several conservative organizations and indi- 
viduals accusing him of trying to pitch his argu- 
ments too aggressively in a local-education set- 
ting. White House officials, including Education 
Secretary Arne Duncan, have said the allegations 
are silly. 

In the remarks set for Tuesday, Obama tells young 
people that all the work of parents, educators and 
others won't matter “unless you show up for those 
schools, pay attention to those teachers.” 

Obama made no reference in his prepared 
remarks to the uproar surrounding his speech. 
Nor did he make an appeal for support of tough 
causes like health care reform. He used the talk to 
tell kids about his at-times clumsy ways as a child 
and to urge them to identify an area of interest, set 
goals and work hard to achieve them. 

The president acknowledged that “it’s hard to 
be successful,” but told the students the country 
badly needs their best effort to cope in an increas- 
ingly competitive global economy.

Hester’s on the right track, critics aren't, teammates say

The criticism started two seasons ago in 
Philadelphia, after Devin Hester wandered 
over to then-teammate Muhsin Muhammad 
pre-snap for clarity on a play. 

Bears receivers coach Darryl Drake would tell 
you Hester’s action signified a young receiver 
coming of age by turning to the right person for 
help. But skeptics viewed it as a talented player 
incapable of picking up the offense. 

“Devin was doing the right thing because we 
were in a no-huddle situation,” Drake recalled. 
“He was the widest guy, so he has to come in and 
get the play. I don’t want him running all the way 
inside then having to run all the way back.” 

Detractors still question Hester’s football 
intellect, wondering why he was unable to con- 
nect with gunslinger Jay Cutler several times in 
exhibition play. Hester humbly accepted blame 
even though there was enough fault to spread 
around. 

When Hester was first converted to a receiv- 
er from cornerback following the 2006 season, 
Drake was the first to say it would be a three-year 
process. Based on Hester’s success as a return 
man—and his 81-yard touchdown reception 
against the Vikings in his first year at receiver— 
most expected him to blossom immediately and 


Bears cornerback Charles Tillman

Tillman returned to practice 
Monday for the first time since 
undergoing back surgery in mid-July. 
The Bears removed him from the 
physically-unable-to-perform list 
Saturday, assuring he would not miss 
the first six weeks of the season. 

That does not necessarily mean 
Tillman will be fully ready for 
Sunday’s showdown. 

“| don’t know of anyone who likes 
to watch on the sideline, other than 
fans,” Tillman said. “Me? I’m a player. 
| want to be out on the field.” TRIBUNE 


put up 1,000-yard seasons with as much ease as his 11 kick returns for touchdowns. 
Hester’s evolution, now in Year 3, should be clearly evident Sunday night in Green 
Bay as the Bears kick off the season against the rival Packers. The Bears have enough 
offensive weapons, including Matt Forte and Greg Olsen, to allow Cutler to spread the 
ball around. In the end, the label of No. 1 receiver might be meaningless. 
But Hester, third on the team in receiving last season with 51 catches to go with a 
team-high 665 yards, no doubt wants to elevate his game to that elite level so he doesn’t 


struggle against pressing defensive backs. 


Olsen, who also played with Hester at the University of Miami, notices his teammate’s 


growth on a daily basis. 


“Sometimes he feels things, does things like on the playground ... he just has a good 
sense of getting open and finding the soft spots in the zones,” Olsen said. 
Tight end Desmond Clark also believes people have unfairly scrutinized Hester’s abil- 


ity to catch on as a receiver. 


“Tt does irk you when people say he’s not picking things up,” Clark said. “The fact is, 
from 2007 to 2009, he’s 200 times better as a receiver.”

Bin 36’s Brian Duncan dishes on 
drinking this lesser-known style of wine

Think sherry is scary? Whether you think you're not grown-up enough to 
drink it or just feel too uninformed to dip into that part of the wine list, you're 
not the only one. 

But there’s good reason to give this style of wine a try the next time you're out, 
says Brian Duncan, known for his food and wine-pairing prowess as wine direc- 
tor at Bin 36. “It’s an inexpensive way to enhance a meal and to interject some 
variety into your dining experience,” he says. And he should know. “Instead of 
having keggers when I was in college, I used to have dinner parties.”

WHAT IS SHERRY? 


Just as champagne, by definition, is sparkling wine produced in the Champagne 
region of France, sherry is a fortified wine made in the Jerez region of 
southwestern Spain. To fortify a wine, producers add a distilled beverage—in the 
case of sherry, it’s usually brandy—after fermentation but before aging. The result? 
A higher alcohol content, sometimes up to 15 percent to 17 percent, which means 
you'll want to sip sherry slowly. Ona wine list, you'll usually find it near other 
fortified wines named for the regions they hail from, such as port from Portugal 
and madeira from the Madeira Islands. 


WHEN TO DRINK IT 


Next to the fact that it’s usually offered by the glass in bars and restaurants 
(and is relatively inexpensive), the coolest thing about sherry, says Duncan, 

is that it “can take your meal from beginning to end.” Though sherries are 
known for pairing well with dessert, they have a much wider appeal. “People 
are shocked in the restaurant when we trot them out and pair them with 
different things. They sometimes think of [sherry just as] the bottle that was in 


their grandmother's cupboard.” 


Sherries are produced in wineries called bodegas and aged for a minimum of 
three years, but the wide variety of sherries available results from a number 
of factors besides aging, such as exposure to air, blending of grapes and the 
use or removal of flor, a blanket of yeast that spontaneously develops as it 


ferments. 


TYPES OF SHERRY 


Three types of grapes—moscatel, pedro ximenez and palomino—account for 
several different kinds of sherries, many of which are blends. Here’s a basic 


breakdown: 


FINO AND 

MANZANILLA 
Tasting notes: These straw- 
colored sherries are “the driest 
categories... sort of nutty and 
Salty,” says Duncan. 
Try them with: Soups,
